SEVEN DEAD I ROT

AT LEAST TEN MORE ARE FAT
ALLY WOUNDED.

OFFICERS USE THEIR MAGES

Men Gather at Pressed Steel Car
Works and Suddenly Make Con.
corted Attack Upon the Gates.

Plittzburg, Pa-—One state trooper,
one deputy sheriff and three foreign
ers were shot and killed Sunday night
in a wild riot at the Pressed Steel
Car plant In Schoenville, whose em:
ployes are now on strike. At least n
peore  of  perdons  were seriously
wounded, ten fatally. The rioting fol
lowed a day of gquiet and broke with
out warning,

At midnight the following partial
list of dead and Injured was made up
from reportd from the morgue, hos
pital and several physicians' offices:

Dend: — John 1. Willlams, state
trooper; Harry Exler, deputy sheriff;
three forelgners

Fatally Injured:—John C. Smith
state trooper; Luceelan Jones, state
trooper; seven foreigners.

While the rlot lasted, mounted state
troopers  galloped  Indiscriminately
through the satrects with riot maces
drawn, cracking the heads of all per
pons loitering in the vieinily of the
mill, Deputy sheriffs and trooper:
broke In the doors of houses suspect-
ed of belng the retreat of the atrikers,
and wholesale arrests ewro made
From 9:30 to 11:30 geores of persong
were arrested and placed fn box oar
jalls In the mill yards,

Durlng the early stages of the rlot
ing women were consplcuous, Some
of them were armed and others effect
Ively used clubs and stones, Thege
women, all foreigners, Insane with
rage, were mainly responsible for In
citing the men to extreme measures,

Shortly before 9:30 o'clock & mob
of men gathered about the Schoenville
entrance to the Pressed Bteel Car
worka and without warning made @
concerted attack upon the big swing.
ing gntos of the stockade. The at
tack was resigted by state (roopers
and deputy sheriffs, who used riot
maces. In the melee Harry Exler, a
deputy sheriff, aged 60 years, was
shot and instantly killed by a bullet
fired, It Is safd, by an alleged satrike
sympathizer,

In an effort to arrest the man ploked
out of the erowd as the one who dld
the shooting, State Trooper Smith
wia instantly killed by a revolver bul-
let, Two other troopers on foot were
also shot, falling Into the arms of
their comrades.

Vor the first time since the Incep
tion of the strike the state troopers
opened volley fire on the mob. Six
gtrikers fell at the first round., The
members of the mob then opened fire
with rifles. Two mounted troopers
dropped from their horses fatally shot
They were taken to the Ohlo Valley
hospital in a dying condition.

As an ambulance made its way from
the car plant to the hospital carrying
wounded troopers the vehicle was at
tucked and the driver forced to flee
for his lfe, The frightened team of

horses attached to the ambulance
plunged wlldly In and about the
crowd. Two men were trampled un-

der the horses’ hoofs. The ambulance
was flunlly driven to the hosapital by
a detachment of troopers.

He also desires to don-
vince those who who have not been
convineed that the state falr is an edu-
cational Institution which should be
patronized for the knowledge It im-
parta, As a second reason why the
people should attend It is assorted
that the fair affords an outing at u
time when most people can best af-
ford it and that the entertalnment is
the best and cheapest that can be had
for the outlay of maney.

All money recelved by the fair ns
soclation I8 expended for the benefit
of the stockholders who are the peo-
ple. This vear the attractions in the
form of live etock, agricultural exhib-
its, machinery, art, musle, races and
other features wlll excell the attrac-
tiona of former years,

For Liberati’s band and opera sing-
ers the state falr paya $2.500, The
patrons of the falr In past years have
gtamped their approval upon this at-
traction. Races In the afternoon,
Paine's fireworks shows at night, In-

¢luding an airship, earnivals and
other features, will afford wonder and
amusement. Under the present man-

agement the races have constantly
grown in excellence, though none of
the agricultural features of the [air
have been weakened. The Nebraska
state falr now ranks well with the
great expositions of other leading
western agricultural astates, and Is ex:
celled by the best only in the mag:
nificence of permanent bulldings.

If the people of Nebraska will con
tinue thelr patronage the fafr Is bound
to surpags many others In the west,
The attendance within a radius of ten
miles of the falr grounds s econsid-
ered a good test of the loyalty of the
people, In lowa and Nebraska the
attendance within this radius s 200
per cent. In Minnesota, where a mag-
nificent exposition is held each year,
and where there are two great cities
to draw from, the attendance within
a radius of ten mliles is only 65 per
cent.

Opinion on Judiclary Law.

The opinion In the non-partisan fu-
diciary case which was declded somc
weecks ago, was filed last week In the
gupreme court, It was written by
Judge W, B. Rose, with all the court
concurring except Judge Dean, who
dissents, and Chlef Justice M. B.
Reese, who was out of the city when
the ease was heard. Judge Dean filed
a dissenting opinfon. The suit was
started by John M. Ragan of Has.
tings, who brought proceedings in the
district court of Lancaster for a man
damus to compel the secretary of
state to put his name on the primary
ballot as a republican candidate for
supreme jJudge. The district court held
the law unconstitutional, aud the de
clslon was aflirmed by the supreme
court in the opinlon Aled last week
In hig dissenting opinion Judge Dean
holds the non-partisan judiciary law
to be but an expansion of the state
wide primary law, and that it “does
not come within the Inhibitory provi
slons of the fundamental laws that
have been lnvoked to destroy it.”

OCCUPATION TAX.
Judge Sullivan to File Suit Testing
the S8ame,

Johin J. Sullivan 18 going to file o
suit {n the district eourt of Douglas
county to tegt the legality ol the oc
cupation tax act passed by the late
legislature. Judge Bullivan called up
ot Attorney General Thompson and
announced to him that the puit would
be flled within a short time,

Up to this time 1,195 corporations
have paid the occupation tax, the fees
amounting to §20150, Of this sum
$2.4256 has been’ pald under protest,
This money pald under protest, how-
ever, will go into the atate treasury
with the other, as there I8 po law by
which It ean be held out, The fact
that It was paid under protest, how-
ever, may help the corporation to get
it back should the law be declared
unconstitutional and the matter I8
taken up with the next legislature.

There nre still about 60N ecorporas
tions which have not pald the tax, Of
the letters sent out 2,000 have been
returned  because the corporations
have gone out of existence.

Under the law the tax must be pald
by September 1, or a penalty of $10
f¢ tacked on, If not pald by Nov. 1,
then it 18 the duty of the state to can-
eel the lleense of the corporation and
prevent it doing business in  Ne
braska.

Delay, then, on the part of the
gtate board would not affect the coun:
tles to any great extent because tho
officials ecould go ahead and extend
thelr leviea for county and school
purposes, while waiting for the state

board, The levy for state purposes
is always #mall compared with the
lavy for county nnd elty purposes,

nnd the secretary boelleves there
would be no objectlons to the work
of the state hoard, whether the values
were high or low., As It is now, he
snys, persons are vitally Interested in
the work of the state board becnuse it
is on the values fixed by this board
that county and city leviea are made,
The board has no right to ehange the
nsgessment of an Individual, but
merely equalizes values between the
countles, #o he belleves this valua-
tion so fixed should he used solely for
teallzing taxes for state purposes.

Contractor Gets Stung.

The contractor who 1s drilling the
holes on the granite pedestals at the
state house through which electric
wires are to be run, got “stung” when
ke thought he was wielding the
stinger. When the Mds were opened
it was discovered that the successful
contractor had bid 25 cents a foot,
while others bid as high as $1.70 a
foot, The successful contractor, sev-
eral days later, when asked why he
put In such a low bid, laughed at the
board and informed its members that
the pedestals were hollow.
